| “TAKE MEN AND MONEY.” 


The idea of conscripting both 
men and money in the event of 
war, is gaining ground. The world 
war saw the almost universal 
adoption of conscription, as it 
related to mian-power, by coun- 
tries concerned, but not that of 
wealth. . An approach to such a 
‘state of affairs was made when, 
as in the case of Britain, certain 
industries. | were 
nationalised and prompt and effec- 
tive use was made of them to
